fed to an animated and outepoken dis- 
cussion. Tho subject was raised: by Lord 
Burnham in the form of a question to 


the Leader of the Hous. ‘i 


Lord Burnham pictured in a fow tell- 
ing sentences the constitutional. position 
of the moment. . He showed how a far 
wrenter political revelution—the epithet 
whs interpreted in ita broadest. senae— 

. than any since the Reform Bill, of 1832 
wag in process of being accomplished by 
the passing of the Representation of the 
People Rill now. in the Commons, . That 
bill owed its being to“ the spirit of na- 
tional settlement’ which prevs led ont 
the Speaker's Conference, but ‘it meant 
the instititinn of ‘ pure ‘democracy 
and almost aniversal suffrage, nod: that 
at n time when the country as: under 
Single Chamber government. - ‘Buch was 
his tending of the sitnation. and itn ne- 
curacy was not contested. © His” main 
point, therefore, was that this néw politi. 
en] revolution made it imperative that 
the nrahlem af the reform of, the Second 
Chamber should be faced without delay. 

: fOWURB AND PERSONNEL. 


Tt will be remembered that about a 
month ngo Mr. Walter Long 1 nounced 
in the House of Commons—rather proma- 
turely, as Lord Curzon binted—thnt the 
Government had decided to, sey up an- 
Gther Conference on the lines of the 
Speaker's Conference. Lord © Burn- 
ham visi an Curzon Hi say 
what steps ba eon Or Wa f 
tuken to that end, The Leader of the 
House answered with bis usual candour, 
and made: clear the following proposi- 
tions :-- 

(2.)--That. the Conference will bi: 
frawed ag far ag possible on the model 
of that over which the Speaker pre- 
sided. : 

(a)—It will consist exclusively of mem- 
bers of either House of Parlia- 
ment, ee 

{b)--Lt will gontain little of the Minis- 
terial or ex-Ministerial elements. 

{e)—Ly will be thoroughly representa- 
tive. 

(d)--Pains will be taken to secure 4 
strong, influential chairman, ~ 

(z.)--The Conference will inquire 
into the powers as well as into the 
personnel of the revised Second Cham- 
ber. “Tt would be useless,” said Lord 

Curzon, “merely to substitute one set 

of persons for another.” . : 

(3.):-The idea wag not to tie the Con. 
ference down to the consideration of 
any one of the many reports which have 
been issued on House of Lords reform, 
but to give it w free hand. ( 

Lord .Curzon's general declaration 
woomed to meet with ‘an avsent, which ex- 
tended also to his more particular in- 
dications of intention. Lord Lansdowne 
was gratified by the emphasis which the 
Leader of the House hud Inid on tht sub- 
ject of the powers of tho revised House. 
He for ‘otic, he sdid, would not bo extreme 
‘to mark any defectg-in the Second Cham- 
ber’s ‘composition, provided that its 
powers were such os a Second Chamber 
ough, to have. The powers are the vital 
“thing; the composition is secondary.’ 
Lord Lansdowne and Lord Selborne wore 
-tlso fully agreed that, as the terms of 
reference to the Conference were of ex- 
tremo. importance, the House of Lordy 
ought to havo un opportunity of. discus. | 
aing thom. On tho point of the composi- 
tion of the’ Conference, Lord Curzon bad 
suid that the Peers ought to have a larger 
representation -than they had on the 
Speoukor’s Conference, where they wore 
five out of thirty, Lord Selborne's view 
/Wag that the Peers ought to claim equal 
zepresentation, as it was the future of 
their House thut was at stake, and he 
aregd that the chairman ought not to be 
ony who was bound by tradition to assert 
the supromacy of the House of Commans. 


‘A WORLD OF aHOsts,”' 


Lord Crewe defined hig attitude in a 
characteristic specch, He, too, allowed 
that any conference must consider powers 
as well as composition, but as he uttered 
the words he was evidently acutely con- 
scious of the dead albatross round his 
neck, the shooting of which he had always 
considered “a most unfortunate. neves- 
sity.” He had never liked the Parlia- 
ment Act, but there it was,'and:he spread 
his hands.

“Lord 
Burnham, had described::'* the ‘atmosphere 
of unreality which prevailed in the House 
of Lords, the Baas of ' inferiority, .- tho 
stamp of futility which had ‘marked their 

rocedings, since the Parliament Act,”” 

rd Crowe affected not to notice it. par- 
ticulary.

The, inauguration of ‘the “two new. 
Orders—the Order of the British Empire 
and that ‘of.the Companions of.

The 
iden—is-not-entirel y—anew aries CEE | 
has not before been a full admission of 
ladics to all ‘degrees of any. important 
Order of Knighthood; and ‘the coineid- 
once uf theay now. creations: with the gc-, 
ceptions by Parliament of the principle 
of womnn’s suffrage will not fail to strike

In this connection it 'is not without 
significance that some discussion hag taken 
place in high quarters as to the ‘procedl- 
ence among women of the Dames of the 
new Order of Knighthood--the Order of 
the Companions of Honour carries neither 
title nor precedence, On one side it was 
urged, “with some shaw: of reason, that 
as tho possessork of this, the latest of ofr 
decorations, will have earned their new 
dignity entircdly by their own Services,

Ui is worth while at this moment tu 
recall the fact that Queun Mary and Quern 
Alexandra are Ladies of the Order of the 
Garter, a distinction which no other 
women have ever enjoyed, except, of 
course, the Queen's Regiment, Mary 1, 
Kliznbeth,. Mary TL, und Victoria, who 
by heraldic and chivalric custom | togk 
rank tis men. But ia the early history 
of the Order there was for somewhat more 
than » hundred years o quasi-adm ission 
of women into its ranks. Between 11% 
and 1494 about sixty Jadies were formally 
presented wilh the Robes af the Order 
of the Garter as a special distinction. 
Jt is curivus to note that several af these 
dames received an honour which their 
husbands did not shure, On the other 
hand, if the case of Margaret, wife of 
Sir Reber’ Harcourt, be typical, it would 
soem that the Garters encircling the, left 
arm of their efligios after death were not 
allways legally .juntifiabla. For these 
“ Dames de la Fraternité de St George " 
were aw closely defined and exactly re. 
corded company, enjoying an honcur 
which survived: the resignation or even 
the degradation of their husbands from 
the Order, With the fifteenth century the 
graceful custom died out. the last entry 
af thiv gift af the Robes being that to 
Elizabeth, wife of Henry VII 

Of the other great Orders of Kn ighthood 
in thiy country, the only other instanes 
of the creation of a “dame” ig that 
which pleasantly surprised those 
tended the Lnvestiture. at: Delhi in 
¢embor, 1911; when. the King Emperor 
invested | the Quéen-Empresg “with ‘the. 
inkigniw of thy Grand Conimandership of 
the Star of India. Minor Orders have 
been open to ladies for some time, twu 
or three being reserved for them, such 
ag the Order of Victoria and Alber 
which, apart from thd higher classes re- 
served for Royalty, ia possessed by about 
twelvo pecresses and as many commoners. 

Tho Imporial Order of the Crown of 
India is similarly reserved, with the 
additional restriction that it may only 
be given for service in connection with 
the Indian Empire. The Order: of Merit 
--an Order of such distinction that 
members have precedenco immediately 
after Grand Crosses of the Bath—is apen 
to both sexes, and ten. years ago Miss 
Florence Nightingale received’ jt from 
King Edward VIL. 

Of minor Orders, the Imperial Service 
Order is granted: to women, who wear a 
different: badge from that given to men, 
though the ribund'is the same. Other 
distinctions available for rewarding the 
services of women are the Orders of St. 
John of Jerusalem and of Mercy, the 
Royal Red Cross, and the Kaiser-i-Hind 
Medal, The ‘list may wem o long. one, 
but, in pra he number of ladies 
actually possessing one or more of these 
decorations is very small, and their 
official admission to a new Order ranking 
with the nine other great British Orders 
marks a'distinet and important advance 
in the recognition of women’s work.

THE CONTRAST OF CITIES, 


A brief holiday in London during last 
September enabled me to reoeive a flecting 
impression of the changed ‘conditions at 
home, Black streets, men in khaki hurry. 
ing to and fro; men in blue limping 
hither and thither; women in ufitform ; 
vice in erape, dancing rag-timo; a greater 
simplicity. of living; | the pervading 
irrépressible ‘Cockney humour; and .a 
sense of Fate somnolent and pregnant, 
overbrooding all. ay 

Thence back to New York. What a 
contrast between these cities Hero I 
find no hint of impending war—it is 
just a frenzy of luxury, a hectic, gaicty 
which belongs to this nervous vital 
climate. Here is none of tho tender 
Janguor of our own dull, balmy atmos- 
phere. Hore the electric current is 
-destructive_of_romance-—ono’s—impulse-is 
to “do, and do, and do.” In this land 
of light and publicity it is the reporter 
who ig the first to welcome the coming, 
as he waa the last to speed the parting, 


guest, It is from the searching questions 


of tho reporter I learn on my arrival 
that for the last four days of our voyage 
on the steamer (hiladelphia a fire had 
been raging’ in the hold of the ship. I 
tell him that 1 had been wholly unaware 
of the danger through, which we had 
Pasyed ; and the suggestion that the Gre 
was but another instance of “ fright. 
fulness’ only adds to my thankftlness 
that we had escaped the perils of the 
contending elements of fire and water. 
My friendly intertoentor assures me 
that the obituary (or post mortém) 
which had been prepared for me was of | 
the most flattering nature, and hints that 
its insertion is only a pleasure deferred. 
- It is well at onee to capitilate to the 
reporter--an* American’s home is big in- 
terviewer’s castle, The average American 
docs not luxuriute ‘in. that. siered “un- 
publicity in which most Englishmen 
prefer ta pass their’ private Hives. It is 
the climate of New York which largely 
governs the lives of the inhabitants of 
thig electric city. On cach successive visit 
to.New York [have been struck by its 
vital and energising influences. One may 
be worn out, but one is never tired. The 
climate: demands a less vigorous dict; 
thy -inereasod abstention from nlcohol, 
although the national “ cocktail ’’ still 
survives, is very marked. [ noticed in 
addressing city elubs that alcohol was 
not served at all'at luncheon. As there 
are few half-tones in the landscapes, so 
is there few half-tones in the character 
of the people. Thera is an ‘ibsence of 
twilight, of that mystery so characteristic 
of England. In the same way the houses 
and gardens are not surrounded by walls. 
They are open. to; the public view. The 
only walls I remember ‘to have seen wore 
those of a baseball stadium and o lunatic 
asylum--the one - presumably to keep 
people from getting ‘in, the uther to keep 
them from getting: out. As there is a 
‘fiercer publicity, so is there a greater 
frankness in the life of the. peuple. In 
fashionable hotels at teatime young 
couples will sit’ hand .inhand, feeling 
no awkwardness or shyness in this»public 
intimaey. \ This “frankness,/ which extends 
even to telegrams (most of which arrive 
in. ungunmed ‘envclopes) may be an: ox:
